In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-9, drawn to an antioxidant for an organic material. 
Group II, claim(s) 1-14 and 17-22, drawn to a method for treating organic material. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the special technical 
feature, the antioxidant, does NOT define a contribution over the prior-art. As way of 
illustration, in section [0129] of Luo et al. U.S. Patent Application No.: 2002/0064654 A1 , 
cellulose pulp is taught to undergo a reducing bleaching process using borohydride. 
Borohydride is an antioxidant that falls within the scope of applicant's independent claim 
1 of Group I. 

A telephone call was made by the Examiner to applicant's representative, J. 
Timothy Keane on 09/18/09, who requested that the restriction be sent in writing. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 
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The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
